No arrests were | 
made and nobody was serfously injured, 
although the police dealt vigorous 
thumps with their clubs on the backs 
of the marchers. 

A number of the marchers, after get- 
tng away from the police, went south 
on State street, aiming to form another 
column as they went. At State street 
and Jackson boulevard they had formed 
the sembiance of another parade and, 
taking the middle of the street, they 
marehed along, six abreast. Just before 
Clark street they were met 
by another detachment of police under 
Lieutenants White and Mooney. An- 
other order to disperse met with no re- 
sponse, the marchers attempting to 
shoulder their way along. The_ police 
instantly charged, swinging their clubs 
right and left. 

The marchers fled wildly, run- 
ning in the doorway of Union 
Leggue Club, while others sought safe- 
ty in the postoffice building. Others

Washington, D. C., January 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—President Roosevelt in 1906 
opened a Pandora box on the ‘shores 
of the political sea and a geni came 
forth and took shape as’ Governor 
Charles Evans Hughes. | 

Once the geni was reteased into the 
pelitical - atmosphere, he became * too 
big and too powerfu] ever to be coaxed 


back into the box which had held a 
bookish lawyer. President Roosevelt 
having given freedom to the giant, ex- 
pected that giant to be tractable and 
obedient to the hand that had opened 
the box. It soon became evident that 
Governor Hughes was not constituted 
that ‘way. He has not eaten out of the 
presidential hand yef, 

The man whom the president picked 
up in 1906 out of the beaten trackg-0l 
a hum-drum lawyer had only etrayed 
from those well-marked paths once, 
and then to prosecute the insurance in- 
vestigations and reveal methods of 
juggling millions of money that startled 
the country. The president opposed 
both Frank §S. Black, former governor, 
and M. Linn Bruce, lieutenant governor 
of New York, who were most generally 
favored for the nomination by the 
men in control of the republican ma- 
chine in New York state. Tne presi- 
dent thought Hughes could win. Hughes 
was accordingly nominated and elected. 

Having made a record as governor 
that has set the people all over tne 
country to talking about’‘him, Govérnor 
Hughes has practicaly announced chat 
if the republicans want him as their 


nominee, he will consent to enter the 
lists for the presidency.

Every suggestion of his candidacy was 
treated by him in the most indifferent 
way, as though it were entirely an 
impersonal matter. 

Then came the invitation of the Re- 
publican Club of New York for him to 
deliver an address, and his letter of 
acceptance, naming January 3! as the 
date. 

Haghes’ Significant Letter. 

In view of the pofitical relationship 
between Governor Hughes and President 
Roosevelt and between the president 
and Secretary Taft, sevefal sentient 
declarations in the governor's a@pigram- 
matic letter of acceptance seem to have 
a pointed significance. He writes: 

“Tt is my desire that the sentiment 
of the party shall have the freest ex- 
pression, and that such action shall be 
taken as will be for its best interests.’ 

The governor puts his friends on no- 
tice that he is not a candidate for 
office and wil not attempt to pursue 
the usual methods of securing the nom- 
ination. He adds, however, that he

would tmpose.”” He practically admits 


that if the people want Hlm as presi-

governor of New York, he will accept.| 
But he adds, with apparently uncon-'

In view of the very patent effort! 
being made by the national administra- 
tion to exert every influence in the way 
of patronage and prestige to throw the 
nomination to Secretary Taft, this view 
of the governor presents a most strik- 
ing contrast, and looks Iike a shaft 
aimed directly at the white house.

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1907 WEATHER IN GEORGIA | 
REVIEWED BY THE BUREAU 


The weather bureau will issue today a 
report on the weather throughout the 
state during the year 1907. A printed 
circular, which goes under the head of 
the Climatological Service, was in press 
yesterday. The general summary is as 
follows: 

The first quarter of the year was unsea- 
sonably warm and dry, the record for high 
mean temperatures and small precipitation 
for the corresponding monthe being broken in 
both January and March. During the second 
quarter, on the other hand, the mean tem- 
peratures were considerably below normal 
and the rainfall was generally above the 
average. Minimum temperatures below freez- 
ing were registered over the state except in 
the extreme southern counties on the un- 
usually late date of April 15. The weather of the 
third quarter was nearly norma) with respect 
to temperature, the gtate mean being slightly 
above normal for each month. September was 
an execaptionally wet month. October was un- 
seasonably cool and dry, with freeging tem- 
perature in the northern section on the 138th, 
14th and 15th and. throughout the northern 
half ef the state gn the 29th, the conditions 
being very similar to those of October, 1906. 
The rainfall was above normal! in both No- 
vember and December. 

The annual mean temperature for the state 
wea 64.1 degrees. or 1.0 degree above nor- 
mal, and is the highest annual mean on rec- 
ord since 1897. The means were above normal 
at all stations except in a limited portion of 
the west-central section. The highest tem- 
pera.ure, 106 degrees, recorded at Eastman 
on July 24 has been exceeded only three 
times in the past eleven years. 

Killing frost in spring occurred over the 
State except at a few southern stations on 
April 16. This is the latest date on record, 
being two to three weeks later than the aver- 
age date. In the autumn the first killing 
frost occurred a few days later tfan in 1906, 

The precipitation was above norma! in the 
east-central and southwestern counties. the 
amounts being largest in the latter territory, 
where they ranged from sixty inches to over 
seventy inches. The least amounts were re- 
corded at stations in the north-central and 
southeastern portions. The average for the 
state was 49.64 inches. Smaller amounts are 


om record for only three of the past eleven 
years, 

Light snowfall occurred in the northern 
portion in February and December. The 
amounts were small, the jargest being 3.0 
inches at Elberton. 


Atmospheric Pressure. 


The mean pressure for the year was 30.08 
inches; the highest recorded was 30.59 inches, 
at Thomasville, on January 21; the lowest 
recorded was 89.50 inches, at Augusta, on 
June 1 

Temperature. 

The annual mean,. 64.1 degrees, was 1.0 de- 
gree above normal, and 0.7 degree above 
the mean of 1906. The mean of the northern. 
section was 60.8 degrees; of the middle sec- 
tion, 64.2 degrees; of the southern section, 
67.4 degrees. The highest annual mean was 
69.8 degrees, at Valdosta. The lowest an- 
nual mean was 57.4 degrees, at Diamond. 
The highest monthly mean was 845 degrees, 
at Eastman, tn July. The lowest monthly 
mean wag $9.8 degrees, at Tallapoosa, in Feb- 
ruary. The highest recorded was 106 degrees, 
at Eastman, on July 24. “he lowest recorded 
was 14 degrees, at Lisbon, on December 5. 
The absolute range for the year was 92 de- 
grees. The greatest local annual range was 
90 degrees, at ‘isbon. The least local apn- 
nual range was 69 degrees, at Morgan. 


Precipitation. 


The average, 49.64 inches, was 0.69 inch 
below the normal, and 5.46 inches below the 
normal of 1906. The mean for the northern 
section wag 48.8 inches; of the middle sec- 
tion, 48.08 inches: of the southern ¢gectton, 
52.01 inches, The greatest annual total was 
71.94 Inches, at Blakefy. The least annual 
total! was 36.29 inches, at Gainesville. The 
greatest lecal monthly total was 18.16 inches, 
at Blakely, in Septembér. The least local 
monthly total was 0.04 Inch, at Experiment, 
in October. The greatest amount in any 
twenty-four consecutive hours was 6.06 
inches, at Fleming, on June 13. The average 
number of days with .01 inch or more of rain 
was ninety-seven.

West winds prevailed during the year. The 
maximum velocity was @0 miles per hour, 
from the northwest, at atlanta, on April 6.

WARE-HATCHER FACTORIES 
WON’T SUSPEND WORK 


Receiver Named for Furniture Com- 
pany on Petition of Four 
Creditors. 

The Ware-Hatcher furniture factories 
of Atlanta, an incorporated organiza- 
tion with six plants located tn Fulton 
county, were yesterday placed in the 
hands of receivers upon a petit{fon filed 
with the olerk of the United States 
court by T. H. Roberts, of Lavonia, the 
National Paper Company, of Atlanta; 
Hutchinson Brothers Company, of At- 
lanta, and J. L. Coleman, of Atlanta. 
B. Z. Phillips, of the Atlanta bar, and 
J. K .Ottley, vice president of the Fourth 
National bank, being named as custo- 
dians of the corporation by Referee Per- 
cy H. Adams, Judge Newman being at 
home ill. Judge Newman confirmed the 
appointment. <A $10,000 bond was asked 

of each. 

The petition asserted that the Ware- 
Hatcher furniture factories, incorpor- 
ated, owe debts amounting to $300,000, 
and that the petitioners have provable 
claims of over $500. T. H. Roberts 
claims $250, the National Paper Com- 
pany $298, the Hutchinson Brothers 
Company $2.98. and J. L. Coleman 
$8,500. 

An act of bankruptcy was committed, 
the petition says, on January 7 last, 
when the Ware-Hatcher Company trans- 
ferred to R. K. King and to Flannigan 
Brothers a portion of its property, pre- 
ferring such creditors over others, 
knowing at the time that they were in- 
solvent. 

The Ware-Hatcher Company has five 
plants on Bellwood avenue, in the west- 
ern section of the city, while the sixth 
is at Roseland, on the Southern rall- 
road and Lakewood avenue. The com- 
pany has a capitalization of $400,000, 
and under normal condftions works be- 
tween four and five hundred men. Speak- 
ing for the organization one of the 
members stated yesterday that there 
would be no suspension of work. Each 
of the plants will move along under the 
guidance and direction of the receivers 
as though nothing had occurred.

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$15.000 FIRE AT ALBANY; 
BLAZE HARD TO CONTROL 


Fire Occurred in the Yards of the 
Bogges-McNeill Cross-Arms 
Company. 

Albany, Ga., January 23.—(Special.)— 
A spectacular fire, which was fought for 
hours before it was conquered and which 
destroyed property variously estimated 
at from $8,000 to $15,000, occurred this 
afternoon in the yards of the Boggs- 
McNeill Cross-arms Company, manufac- 
turers of telephone and telegraph cross- 

arms. 

The fire exhausted all available hose 
in getting two lines to the blaze, which 
was feeding on heart pine. For a long 
time it appeared that more than two 
million feet of cross-arms would be de- 
stroyed, though dogged work kept the 
loss within half what had appeared in- 
evitable. It is estimated by the mana- 
ger of the company that the loss is half 
covered by insurance. None of the 
buildings were damaged.

The funeral services will be held Sat- 
urday afternoon at 2:30 o'clock at the 
chapel of Barclay & Brandon, and the 
interment will be in Oakland cemetery. 

Mr. Buice is survived by his wife, one 
son, W. H. Buice, of Roswell, Ga.; his 
daughter, Mrs. Lizzie S. Edleman, of 
Atlanta, and two brothers, Alonzo Buice 
and L. G. Buice, of McCays, Tenn. 

Mr. Buice was well known in the busi- 
ness and social worl@ of Atlanta. He 
was a valilant confederate soldier, hav- 
ing fought in many of the larger bat- 
tles of the civil war. He was a member 
of Camp Walker, United Confederate 
Veterans, and his old comrades will fur- 
nish an escort at ‘the funeral.

Americus, Ga., January 23.—(Special.) 
Superintendent Stephens, on the Ray 
Plantation, near Americus, instantly 
killed John Chambers, a negro employee,

Shephens used his revolver, shooting 
Chambliss dead. He then came to 
Americus and surrendered, but no war- 


rant was issued against him, the shoot- 
ing seemingly being justifiable.

Those present were: Messrs, Rosser, 
Mitchell, Orme, Burns, Winn, Evins, 
Meader; and of the board of lady visi- 
tors, Mrs. J. K. Ottley, Mrs. H. M. 
Beutell, Miss Cora Brown and Miss 
Theresa Erskine. 

The board authorized the purchase of 
necessary maps for the Third and 
Fourth Ward schools, and additional 
ones for other schools; authorized the 
placing of new topg on old desks in the 
fourth grade of Lee Street school. 

The superintendent reported he had 
Outlined a course of English in the 
grammar schools. The board author- 
ized this to be pFinted for distribution 
in tRe schools. 

At her request, Miss Annie Flanagan, 
fourth grade, West End school, was 
given leave of absence until June. 

Mrs. Whiteside, princspal of Ivy Street 
school, being absent on account of IlLi- 
ness, the following changes were made 
in that school: Miss Minnie Field, as- 
sistant principal, becaming acting prin- 
cipal; Miss Lela Garcia, seventh grade, 
assigned to eighth grade, and Miss 
Dora Askew was transferred from the 
third grade, Calhoun, to the seventh 
grade, tvy. Miss Z. Cannon was trans- 
ferred from sixth grade, State, to the 
sixth grade, Hdgewood. Miss Juliet 
Tuggle was elected supernumerary and 
assigned to the sixth grade, State. 

Mrs. E. L. Thornton, West End school, 
was promoted from the fourth grad* 
to the seventh grade B; and Miss Aggie 
Dean, supernumerary, was assigned to 
the fourth grade, West End, in place 
of Miss Annie FY¥anagan. 

The board agreed to hear from Miss 
Millie Rutherford, of Athens, on her 
new book, “The South in History and 
Literature.” 

The superintendent reported the 
schools receipts from the state $14,426 
in December, and $28,974 in January, 
which had been turned over to- the 
city treasurer; $6,125 for non-resident 
tuition was also reported. i 

The board decided that when the W. 
fF. Slaton school was opened there 
would be added fourth, fifth, sixth and 
seventh grades. The selection of teacn- 
ers for these grades was referred to 
the teachers’ committee. 

The communication of Mrs. Howard 
McCall regarding Arbor day was Tre 
ferred. 

Superintendent Slaton’s Report. 

Superintendent W. M. Slaton’s annual 
report dicusses finances and made a 
thorough argument for teachers’ sala- 
ries, improvements and buildings; out- 
lines needed improvements; states there 
are 345 white and colored teachers; 379 
teachers, supernumeraries and officers 
in the school, an increase of 20 teach- 
ers. The total enrollment for the fall 
of 1907 was 15,948, an increase of 522 
over 1906. He represents the work done 
in normal classes as of great benefit 
to the schools. He says the general 
discipline in the schools is excellent, 
and the number of suspensions compara- 
tively few. He emphasizes the increas- 
ing necessity of industrial training in 
the curriculum, and advocates the best 
possible equipment for the technologt- 
cal department of the Boys’ High school. 
Hie recommends the establishment of 
a normal school as a part of the public 
school system. He recommends a spe- 
cial director for penmanship In the pub- 
lic schools. He refers in eulogy to the 
teachers of the public schoo) system 
who died during the year, viz: Mrs, 
Julia Hill, assistant director of music 
in the schools; Miss Myrtis Smith, prin- 
cipal Fraser street school; Miss Nannie 
Jones, first grade Fraser street school, 
and to Mrs. J. M. Stephens, member of 
the board of lady visitors. He speaks 
in compliment of the directors of the 
difficult departments, of the assistant 
superintendent, Professor L. M. Lan- 
drum; of Miss Amy Hearn, the clerk; 
of the board of lady visitors, of D. M. 
Winburn, superintendent of repairs, and 
expresses his appreciation of the kind- 
ness he has recetved at the hands of 
the board of education.

confiscatory. At an extra session in 
November as an attempt to get the mat- 
ter out of the federal court, the legisia- 
ture repealed the laws enjoined and 
took away the right of any officer of tne 
State to enforce them. 

After that was done the same railroads 
that were then fighting the old laws 
asked for an extension of the old in- 
junctions to ‘the new lews, anguing that 
the new acts were nothing less than @- 
velopments, or amendments of the old, 
pending the hearing on which Judge 
Jones issuertl an order restricting enforce- 
ment until both sides could be heard 
Ont of this has grown the argument just 
ended. The state has held thie the old 
laws cannot be supplemented, as they 
are repealed, and the litigation on them 
abated.

“In all of these places,’ said Mr. 
Mills, “I found a ready spirit of co- 
operation in the matter of forestry per- 
petuation, and the resolutions passed in 
the Atlanta mass meeting called by the 
Appalachian National Forestry Asso- 
ciation were endorsed at all of the 
meetings I addressed. 

“At one place I was interrupted by a 
citizen who asked if the proposed na- 
tional forest would not interfere with 
state rights. I was giad that he asked 
the question, as it gave me the oppor- 
tunity to correct that impression, which 
I find many not studious of the sub- 
ject hold. 

“There is also the erroneous impres- 
sion among many that the national for- 
est is the same as what is known as 
the national reserve. On the contrary, 
theré is the greatest difference. The 
national reserve, as the name implies, 
stands for protection against any but 
government possession, as in the case 
of Yellowstone Park; while the pro- 
posed Appalachian forest would mean 
the perpetuated profit by states or in- 
dividuals of that region when developed 
under the methods prescribed by the 
government in a @esire to conserve the 
nation’s resources.’’

The pause in 
speculative activity was in harmony 
with the tenor of news of affairs. The 
jrapid progress towards ease in the 
money market was unaccompanied by 
any positive evidence of a revival being 
thus stimulated in trade activity, al- 
though improvement in sentiment in 
various lines of trade was discernible, 
as it applied to hopes of future re- 
vival. This was true of the fron and 
steel trade, regarding which, however, 
the appearance of the United States 
Steel quarterly report next Tuesday is 
awaited before forming any definite 
conclusion on the subject. The reduc- 
tion of the Bank of England official 
discount rate from § to 4 per cent was 
wider than was anticipated, but’ the 
accumulation of reserves to a propor- 
tion of 54.8 per cent of liabilities proved 
the necessity of the step in order to 
conserve the central] institution's effect 
in the open money market, where the 
new discount rate was still higher than 
the prevailing open market rate, which 
also receded before the reduction in the 
bank rate, 

The acceptance of this example by the 
Rank of France confirms the universal- 
ity of the easing tendency of money.
